strength of 61,000 men. The enormous 
amount of work involved in thus in­ 
creasing the army, regular and volun­ 
teer, has caused General Miles to aban­ 
don his southern trip for the present. 
The offlcials of the department were 
overwhelmed yesterday with all sorts 
of protests and appeals against their 
action in making the assignments of 
troops among the volunteer forcea. 


The state department posted a notice 
yesterday stating it had been ofUcially 
advised of the issuance of neutrality 
orders 
by 
Italy, 
the 
Netherlands, 
Switzerland, 
Norway 
and 
Sweden. 
Russia and Colombia. To those should 
be added Great Britain, that country 
having issued a neutrality proclama­ 
tion, although the state department has 
not yet been oiiicially advised of the 
fact. 
It is supposed also that the of­ 
ficial notice of France’s neutrality will 
be received by today, as press dis­ 
patches announce that a proclamation 
was agreed upon at Tuesday’s cabinet 
council at Paris. Including France, four 
out of the six great powers of Europe 
have declared their neutrality—namely. 
Great Britain, Italy, France and Russia. 


There remain of the great powers 
Germany and Austria, neither of which 
have yet acted. 
The delay of Austria 
does not cause surprise, as Austria’s 
sympathy 
with Spain Is more pro­ 
nounced than that of any other coun­ 
try of Europe. It is not doubted, how­ 
ever, that Austria will assume a neutral 
attitude sooner or later. 


The delay of Germany is felt to be due 
solely to Germany consulting her own 
commercial interests before shaping the 
exact terms of her neutrality proclama­ 
tion. 
From 
the first Germany 
and 
Great Britain have opposed the right 
of search as detrimental to British and 
German commerce. 


Thus far Spain has announced a much 
more radical doctrine than the United 
States on this matter. The Spanish or­ 
der published In the official gazette 
last Monday announced the purpose of 
exercising the right of search of all 
merchant ships on the high seas. The 
president’s proclamation qualified the 
right of search by saying that it “Is 
to be exercised with strict regard to the 
right of neutrals: and the voyages of 
mail steamers are not to be Interfered 
with except on the clearest ground of 
suspicion,” etc. 
It Is understood that 
this m atter of right of search Is causing 
the hesitation on the part of Germany.

“The co-operation of the American 
fleet with the rebels has been kept a 
strict secret. The latter await the ar­ 
rival of the fieet when Manila must soon 
suceuml). Its defences are in a wretched 
state. The Manila press says there is 
great enthusiasm among the population 
for Spain and that an obstinate re­ 
sistance will be offered to the Ameri­ 
cans, but the papers qualify their bold 
allegation by referring to the‘phlegmatic 
character of the natives, which prevents 
any excited expression of opinion.’ ”

Washington, April 28.—The war iltu- 
ation is substantially this: The block­ 
ading squadron remains passive before 
Havana, with no present 
purpose of 
bombarding or of drawing the fire of the 
shore batteries. The strategic purpose 
of effective blockade of the Cuban cap­ 
ital is being accomplished to the entire 
Batisfaction of the authorities 
here. 
There is no Indication that a part of the 
iieet will be withdrawn for the purpose 
of affording additional 
protection 
to 
north Atlantic ports. As to the reports 
of he imminence of a naval battle off 
tlie Philippine islands, the naval au­ 
thorities here seriously doubt whether 
the Spanish fieet will make a stand 
against the American ships. Their rea­ 
son for this belief is that the Spanish 
fieet is very inferior to the American 
force under Admiral Dewey. 
The de­ 
partm ent is satisfied that the Spanish 
fieet will not go to battle on the high 
seas with Admiral Dewey, but will re­ 
main in port to secure the protection of 
the batteries of Manila. 


The departm ent is not expecting an 
engagement for about two days. W ith­ 
out giving any explanation for setting 
this time the department allows it to be 
surmised that the ostimate is based on 
its 
knowledge 
of Admiral 
Dewey’a 
whereabouts. 
There 
is no 
certainty 
that there will be an engagement at all 
in the immediate future, the main pur. 
pose of the American expedition being 
to seize and hold some suitable Spanish 
territory in the Philippines as a base of 
operations in Asiatic waters. It is pos­ 
sible th at this can be done without a t­ 
tacking the other fleet at all, by seizing 
a suitable port at some adjacent island 
without fortifications, the sympathies 
of whose inhabitants are towards the 
Insurgents, 


The very fact that the Madrid ofllcials 
have 
rather 
ostentatiously 
declared 
th at the Spanish fieet has sailed to 
bombard the cities on the North Amer­ 
ican coast is taken as a certain indica­ 
tion at the navy department of the u t­ 
ter improbability of such a movement. 
If this was contemplated the Spanish 
officials would be the very last to make 
their purpose public. 
It was learned 
yesterday that the torpedo boat Cush­ 
ing is on her way north from the block 
ading squadron of Admiral Sampson, off 
Havana, in order that repairs may be 
made to her starboard engine, which is 
wrecked as the result, it is said, of an 
attem pt to show off her flne qualities 
by Naval Cadet Boyd, who was tempo, 
rarily in charge of her. The repairs, it 
Is expected, will take about a month, 
and will probably de done a t the Nor­ 
folk navy yard,________
